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was ever aliftlefs,dull,and melancholy fellow,never chearful nor 
fmiling,efpecially for ten years before he died. His words came 
from him as if forced, and fpeaking but a little*, he would end 
with a figh. When open’d, he was found to have the left Lobe 
of the Lungs almoft quite wafted ; but no Ulcer, nor ought pre¬ 
ternatural appearing in the remaining part, except its wafting. 
The heads of the Fejfels and branches of the Wind-fife as big as in 
the other Lobe. That Lobe of the Liver, which buts on the 
Mid-riff* was black outwardly for about a hand breadth,and about 
a thumbs breadth within the Parenchyma, Other parts found. 

2. The other day I took notice in the Corps of a Felon, that 
whereas ordinarily the Preparing Veffeh arife on the right fide, 
out of the Cava, as on the left, out of the Emulgent, his right 
y~as freparans fprang clearly from the right Emulgent.

age,having been accutWd tor tome 

time to drink warm or rather hot 15eer, which ^ had an ^ter Averfion, 
which was then unknown to the chirurgeon , as was to the Patient the mixture;) the place 
affe&ed did Toon after rankle, and grow fobad, that the Lady was contained to fend 
for him that had applied it, who being examined about the Ingredients , and declaring one 
of them to be Honey> the Lady foon acquainted him with her Jntipatby to that fubltance ; 
whereupon that Application was immediately removed, and another more proper for 
the Patient put in the place, with good fuccefs. 
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and coming from his Houfe about Midsummer to a Houfenear 
Rrmburch-Churcb , where he was offered a Cup of cold Beer, out 
of modelty,or a Rumour to prevent the being wonder’d at,took it 
off thus cold,after he had taken a Pipe of Tobaccco. Which done, 
he prefemly took Horle, and rode with other Company towards 
Iramlinghxm. Coming at Hale [with, he found hirnfelf fick, his 
flomach much out of order. He lighted once or twice by the 
way and vomited, but coming at his Journeys end,his vomiting 
grew worfe, and he was conffrained to betake hirnfelf to his bed. 
Next day he grew yet worfe, could find no help by Phyfick, but 
died the very next morning. 

It may be worth noting (adds the Author) that one, who is 
wont to drink cold Beer, is not, for ought we know, endanger’d 
by a draught of hot Beer: But I cannot tell, whether it may be 
thence inferr’d, that hot things are more agreable to the natural 
Tone of the Stomach, than cold. That it was not barely the 
coldnefs of Particles, fenfible to the Touch, appears, becaufe 
the fame Party could drink cold Mine, as I was informed from 
my own Father. 

3. Madam Mary Brook of Yoxford hath fuch an Averfion to 
tvajps, that whilft their feafon of fwarming about in Houles laft- 
cth, fhe is forc’d to confine her felf to a little clofe Chamber, 
and dares not then come out to Table, left their coming there 
fhould put her intofuch Diltempers, as Cbeefe doth thofe, who 
have an utter Antipathy again!! it. 

4. Mrs. Raymttnd of stove-market, when ever file hears Thun¬ 
der, even afar off, begins to have a bodily diftemper feize on 
her. She grows flint, fick in her firomach, and ready to vomit. 
At the very coming over of it,(lie falls into a right-down Cholera , 
and continues under a Hemiting and Loofnefs as long as theTem- 
peft holds,and that in a more violent way than is commonly pro¬ 
cured by fuch Medicaments as arc ufually exhibited for thofe very 
purpofes. And thus it hath been with this Gentlewoman from 
a Girl. 

5. I know a Woman in Stow-market , who, during her Green- 
ficknefs, was invited by her Pica or longing to fuck the Wind out 
of Bellows, which, as often as fhe could, fhe took into her Body 
with open mouth, forcing it in by blowing with her own hands, 
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the Bellows inverted. I know another that was for crackling 
Cinders under her feet. From which kind of Instances I am in¬ 
clin’d to doubt,, whether that Diftemper begins at the Deprava¬ 
tion of the Acid liquor in the Stomach, and not rather at te¬ 
rm, which next infers the Brain, fuch kind of things gratify¬ 
ing the Fancy fome ways milled, more than the Appetite natural 
any ways depraved. 

6, Somewhat like to this is to be found in Brutes, In Ma* 
laft a Greyhound Bitch at Brightwel-Hall, about five or fix dr ys 
before Ihe caft her Whelps, had fuch a wild kind of Hunger, 
(though (he was fed fufficiently everyday with ufual food) that 
finding another Bitches Whelps* (he devoured them all (4 or 5, 
as I remember) and fell next upon the Bitch her felf, who made 
a Ihift to get from her as well as (lie could, being helped. From 
this, and from Sows devouring whole Litters of Pigs, I am prone 
to think otherwife of th q Longings of 'teeming-women , than is the 
common opinion.
